This book made its first appearance in London in 1815. An American edition 
followed in Boston in 1816. So far as known, the book attracted little attention at 
the time. Nobody sought to trace its authorship. Of course John Mathers—the name 
of one of the characters in the book, “ more familiarly known as ‘ Old Comical' ”—is 
an obvious pen-name. 

M In the earlier chapters, a part of the book written in a manner that shakes one 
with its power, the author contrasts the rugged, fine, russet-apple character of Old 
Crab, the parson (by whom, as we think, be means the old Puritanic Englishman), 
with the flimsy society folk, like milliners’ dolls, who were at their ghastliest, perhaps, 
about 1840. This motive continues, though in various ways, until the end of the first 
volume. Then the De Castro sons, Acerbus the philosopher, and Frederick the rake, 
are contrasted. And the contrast is made by the showing of their attitude towards 
a lady, one Genevieve, old Crab's niece, a splendid, muscular creature, like a woman 
of the heroic ago. Acerbus marries her, but on her marriage day she is abducted by 
a gang of ruffians in Frederick’s pay, and her adventures and close imprisonment in an 
underground suite of rooms make a piece of romance finely written and admirably told. 
The narrative is magnificent, a shining model of what simple, stirring, story-telling 
should be. We think that good story-telling, once it rises above a certain level, is 
poetry of the most pleasing kind, and this tale, apart from its strangeness and 
imaginative beauty, reads like an epic. It is the sort of story a great poet might have 
written, for it has a wildness about it, though a mature wildness, such as Shelley would 
have attained had he continued to write * Zastruxzis ’ in his manhood. In the chapters 
which tell of Genevieve's underground rooms: rooms only reached by a subterranean 
passage leading far down—one recognises a strange kinship between Shelley and this 
unknown author. Zastrozzi and St. Irvyne are pitiful, boyish attempts, and yet they 
are only bad efforts at a thing capable of greatness, in this book those hidden rooms, 
shut away from the sun, with their lonely prisoner and the silent men coming and 
going with her food, have about them such haunting poetry that one cannot readily 
give their creator his dne.

He may hare been 
Cobbett. He may, for all we know, hare been some one of the mighty Norfolk men, 
George Borrow’a friends.

A very fine historical eopy of the first book printed at verona 
(the date 1470 at the end of the opuscule, Sommariva’s Italian trans¬ 
lation of the liatrachomyomachia , is that of composition, not printing). 

It is also the first Italian book illustrated with cuts by a native artist, 
and the first dated book with woodcuts of any kind printed in Italy, 
being preceded only by the Turrecremata of Rome, in which the illus¬ 
trations were done by a German artist. The woodcuts in this book 
are of exceptional excellence, and their design has been attributed 
with much plausibility to the celebrated Veronese sculptor and 
medallist Matteo de Pastis. 

Dr. Lippmann says of the book : “ It is a masterpieco of printing; 
its Roman types, harmonious if not absolutely correct in form, are 
impressed with beautiful regularity upon paper of magnificent strength 
and thickness; and the woodcuts which adorn the pages are not the 
least of its merits. 

“ The cuts are for the most part mere professional delineations of 
military engines; but the designs are so clear, and the lines drawn 
with such a bold and firm hand, that they strongly remind us of 
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Lionardo’s masterly sketches of similar objects. There is equally high 
quality iu the occasional human figures of warriors in armour and 
the like, and in the figures of the animals pulling the waggons and 
chariots. The engraver’s work also is of such perfect execution that 
the original drawiug can have lost nothing of its merit in his hands. 

The difficulties with which the old system of cutting the block length¬ 
wise had to contend, in the reproduction of simple straight lines, seem 
to have had no existence for the artists who worked on the Valturio. 

The lines fall everywhere exactly into their true perspective; the 
corners form correct angles sharply and clearly drawn. When wo 
reflect upon the position which the technique of wood-engraving 
occupied in all countries about the year 1472, we most recognize 
perforce that this book is one of the most noteworthy productions of 
an age astonishingly fertile in new inventions.” 

Owing to portions of several of the woodcuts extending to the 
edge of the foremargins, copies almost invariably have some of them 
cut into. But this copy, being exceptionally large, has only two cut 
into, and that very slightly indeed, viz., those on foil. 95 verso and 
163 verso. The book had been written some years before its publi¬ 
cation, as it was dedicated to Sigismondo Malatesta, who died in 1464. 

It was the only book printed by John of Verona, unless indeed he can 
be identified with Giovanni Alvise, who in conjunction with Alberto 
Alvise was printing at Verona in 1478.

This is the finest illuminated manuscript on gardening and 
agriculture ever offered for sale— it is doubtful indeed if such 
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another exists, even in great public collections. The subjects of the 
miniatures give it unique and fascinating interest, being quite different 
from the trite series of pictures which adorn by far the greater number 
of mediaeval manuscripts. Here, instead of the usual fanciful pictures 
illustrating scenes from the Passion and kiudred subjects, we have 
vividly reproduced before our eyes the actual life of people of the 
fifteenth century engaged in various rustic occupations on a large 
seigneurial estate. The author of the book, which was the most 
celebrated work on the subject of agriculture which had up to that 
time appeared, and which enjoyed a remarkable celebrity during the 
following two centuries, was Piero de Crescenzi of Bologna, better 
known by the Latinized form of his name, Petrus de Cresceutiis. Ho 
had been educated to the law, but owing to internal dissensions left 
his native city at middle life and travelled through Italy, practising 
law' and taking note of the different methods of cultivating the soil, 
besides studying books on agriculture. He returned to Bologna in 
about l.*J04, when some seventy-five years of age, and soon after 
wrote his celebrated work, which he entitled Opus rurcdium commo~ 
ilorum. Its popularity caused many translations to be made, among 
others being that done for Charles V of France, known as the Wise, 
who had it translated into French. This is the version given here, 
and the first miniature shows the translator presenting his book to 
the king, whose courtiers are grouped around. 

The work is divided into twelve books, each of which commences 
w'ith a magnificent miniature. These depict the work carried on in 
the upkeep of a great lord’s estate, and the subjects, all represented in 
a very artistic and realistic style, comprise the building of farms and 
outhouses, planting and pruning trees, ploughing and threshing corn, 
the cultivation of the vine, fruit-trees and the gathering of fruit, 
flow'er-gardening, harvesting and cutting timber, the farmyard, country 
sports, fishing, shooting, etc. 

As already mentioned, the first miniature depicts the translator 
offering his book to King Charles V of France. In a lofty hall, 
through the doorway of which is seen a view of the open country, the 
king, gorgeously robed, is seated under a red canopy, a screen of 
blue, worked witli gold, protecting him from draught. Kneeling 
before him, in the act of humbly proffering his precious volume, 
is the worthy scribe, clad in rusty black. Around are gathered 
swaggering courtiers in garments of varied hues, with slashed 
sleeves and the ridiculous long-toed shoes which were the prevailing 
fashion at Court, and others in attendance on the king. This picture 
is a magnificent specimen of the miniature art of the period, combining 
excellent draughtsmanship, animated action, good composition, and 
harmony of colouring. In the remaining pictures we are shown over 
the great lord's estate. There are two principal figures in all, a man 
who is alw’ays in blue, presumably meant to be Crescenzi, explaining 
to another, evidently of high rank, who in the different pictures is 
dressed in the same style, though in garments of varying hues at the 
whim of the artist, and sometimes of different shapes. Both are 
depicted with great artistic skill, especially noticeable being the life¬ 
like attitudes which they are made to assume, and the masterly manner 
in which the expressions of the emotions of surprise,admiration,etc.,aro 
delineated. In the first miniature we are shown the building of farm¬ 
houses, the framework of two being nearly complete. One carpenter 
iB cutting beams into shape with an adze, while another is making 
mortises. One of the houses is having the finishing touches put to the 
thatched roof, which has dormer windows. In the next we are intro¬ 
duced to the operations of planting and grafting trees ; one man is 
holding a tree in a hole while another shovels in the earth; another is 
stamping the soft earthTabpnt the. boots ; while yet another, seated opni from 
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a stool, is engaged in grafting. The third picture shows a man in a 
shed with uplifted Bail thrashing the corn, while another is emptying 
the grain from a large oval basket into a sack; in the fields behind 
are men ploughing. Next we visit the vineyard, where we see one 
man pruning the tendrils while another gathers the bunches of grapes; 
to the left, within an inn, from a window of which is thrust a pole 
with, as a sign, a shield bearing the arms of the Dnke of Burgundy— 
an indication of the local origin of the manuscript—a man is filling 
from a huge tun a flagon with wine; without, are two travellers 
drinking wine. The next pictnre shows us the orchard with a man up 
a ladder gathering the fruit; a portion of the house on the left. Then 
we visit the garden, railed in with a trellis and tastefully laid out in 
flower beds, with gardeners digging and planting, while, sitting at a 
window is a lady in a hennin or steeple head-dress; in the foreground 
of course the usual two figures. The seventh picture depicts reapers 
cutting down the hay with huge scythes, while others, including a 
woman, are heaping it into trusses; in the background, the entrance 
to a wood, with men catting down the trees, in the branches of one of 
which are birds with a nest. The picture prefixed to the next chapter, 
which treats of “ petite vergiers et herbes,” presents us with another 
view of an enclosed orchard with a picturesque dovecote on a pole, and 
a turreted castle in the background. Our next introduction is to the 
farmyard, with its usual concomitants: cocks and hens, also peafowls, 
pigs looking suspiciously at the visitors, a farm-boy on a horse blowing 
his horn and driving cattle into the byre ; and a woman is also seen 
in the yard plying her distaff ; in a field, beyond the farmyard wall, a 
shepherd with his flock, and a goat nibbling at the branches of a tree. 

The next illustration, one of the moet interesting in the book, deals 
with country sport. In the foreground are two men, one sitting by 
the side of a stream contemplatively angling with rod and line, in no 
wise disturbed by another, who, a large net in his hand, is wading 
knee-deep in the water; behind these are two sportsmen, both shooting 
at birds among the trees, the one armed with a crossbow, the other 
with a pop- or blow-gun ; another man is snaring birds by the side of 
a stream, across which is seen another individual who, accompanied by 
a dog, is in the act of sticking a wild boar. Our last picture, which 
heads the chapter “ de la cognoissance du lieu habitable en common,’* 
depicts a courtyard, across which a peacock is strutting. 

Throughout, the figures are drawn with considerable knowledge of 
anatomy, the faces especially being delineated with much force of 
expression, 60 that these miniatures are very different from the 
usual work of the period, and attest the hand of an artist of 
unusual skill. The borders, too, are exquisite in colour, and rare 
ingenuity is shown in the variation of the forms and hues of flower, 
fruit, and scroll in each design, while their grace is now and again 
emphasised by the introduction of figures in the shape of a satyr 
shooting with bow and arrow, a cock and hen, etc. Altogether, this 
mnst be considered a manuscript of quite uncommon order, probably 
the finest of its kind, for it is improbable that its like is in existence; 
certainly the likelihood of an opportunity again occurring of acquiring 
such another is very remote.

The large Miniature, which contains sixteen well-painted figures, represents an 
enthroned Pontiff surrounded by counsellors and clerics, to whom a kneeling monk is 
offering a book--.

The V of Venerabilibus, with which the text 
begins, is historiated with the figure of a young man swimming in a rapid green river 
with rocky banks, a rather striking little picture. From this initial a border extends 
to the lower margin in which it encloses an escutcheon (or, three beudiets sinister, 
azure , a tree in the two angles, vert). The border is of the handsome hut conven¬ 
tional Italian style,—a slender line or branch wreathed with impossible leaf-forms, in 
blue, puce, pink, and red. The writing is not of the recognised Italian type, but 
rather of a French Gothic style, but there are occasional notes in the square upright 
and regular character which is distinctively Italian.

Almost umnentioned by bibliographers, and probably unique. Ham (9994) 
mentions it, though he had never seen it himself. James Lcdelh or Liddell was an 
Aberdonian who graduated M.A. before 1484, and in that year was elected Procurator 
of the Scottish nation* in the University of Paris. It is very probable that he was 
a lecturer or professor in the University, and one of the teachers of the brilliant coterie 
of Scotsmen then there. The book is of great importance and interest as being 
probably the first edition of the earliest printed book by an Aberdeen author, and also 
the first book by a contemporary Scotsman printed before 1600. A writer in Scottish 
Notes and Queries, 1896, has described at length another edition of this pamphlet (and 
the following item) and makes fur it the same claims. He assigns it to about the year 
1494, and although the late M. Claudin has attributed the above to 1498, it seems 
impossible to decide which is tbo earlier.

These Allegations, the copying of which has occupied the Editor for several years 
daring sach time as he has been able to spare from other engagements, are contained 
from 1674 to 1692 in a bound volume preserved in the Faculty Office ; for all those of 
later date it has been needful to examine the original records, many of them in a very 
dirty and dilapidated state, each application for a Marriage Licence usually involving 
two documents, viz., the Allegation and the Bond. In the Appendix some 80 Allega¬ 
tions will be found recently brought to light whilst the early part of the MS. has been 
in the Press. It is estimated that there must be at least 9,800 Allegations, and not 
less than 20,000 names contained in the MS. Almost every town and village of 
Surrey is represented, many of them. e.g.. Guildford, Richmond, and Mitcham very 
frequently, whilst Licences for persons of all ranks in social life are to be found 
therein. There are several Peers and Esquires, many Gentlemen, Merchants, and 
Yeomen, but the most part belong to the trading and working classes.

The Dean and Chapter of Worcester have very kindly given their consent to the 
publication in facsimile of the English Monastic Antiphonar preserved in their 
Cathedral Library. This MS., which is most carefully written as regards both the 
text and the music, was compiled not long after the consecration of the present 
Cathedral (a.i>. 1*218), and remained in use until the 16th century. The volumo in 
which it is contained (MS. 160) comprises a very complete collection of choir-books of 
different dates. It is proposed to publish by subscription the Antiphonar (which is 
entire save for the first leaf) and the portions which complete it, viz.: the Kalendar, 
the Processionals (incomplete), the Venitare , and a short Tonale. This will form 
a volume of 221 leaves of the MS. (making the same number of pages in the reproduc¬ 
tion) printed on antique paper. 

The facsimile will be accompanied by an Introduction treating of the liturgical 
and musical contents of the MS , and, it is hoped, by a Dissertation dealing with the 
early history of the Church service-book now known as the Antiphonar. Mr. Edmund 
Bishop has promised his invaluable help in all that relates to the liturgical, as distinct 
from the musical, portions of the work.
